Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I claim 1 -1 9 in the reply filed on 7 
February, 201 1 is acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach all the limitations of the claimed invention including " at the time at which 
the compressive stress Is Introduced between the striking tool and the crankshaft 
segment to be processed, with the crankshaft being rotated continuously during the 
processing, and in that the time during which the striking tool is acting and the striking 
pressures are chosen such that, when the striking tool strikes the crankshaft segment to 
be processed while the intrinsic compressive stresses are being introduced, the 
rotational movement of the crankshaft is necessarily stopped" as specifically recited in 
claim 1 .
